World War, but their protests went 


In vain. 


Now, in an effort to unite all 
Doukhobors under the one banner 
nt the Frecdomites, they are striking 
terror into the hearts of the orthodox 
seat by thelr fring of buildings and 
homes. Those Independents — sus- 
pected by the Freedomites of pro- 
{itecring from the war are being 
marked for demonstrations, 


Already close to 35 buildings have 
been set to the torch In the current 
outbreak of frenzy, and their num, 
ber will reach close to 100 before the 
Sons relent in thelr drive. 


This is not the first’ time.in the 
history of the Doukhobor, uprisings 
that fire has been used. In 1932, 
dynamite, believed stolen from a 
dam under construction near Nelson 
at that time, was used to blow up 
some 20 schools and bridges. But 
since that source of supply was re- 
moved the flaming torch has wreak- 
ed havoc and wrought fear,
